The San Francisco market is fairly

active and receipts continue large.
The tariff bill, as finally agreed

upon by the Democratic members of

the Senate Finance Committee, was
made public on the 7th. Many
changes havebeen .made since the
committee reported its first bill, but
these changes are by no means con-

sidered radical. It is believed the new
bill, or In other words the amend-

ments to the original bill, will receive
the support of all the Democratic Sen-

ators, with the possible exception of

Hill, who may fall into line when the
final vote is taken. There was a story
in circulation today that Caflery and
Blanchard may oppose the measure
because their Louisiana constituents
have protested against the abolition
of the sugar bounty. It is a fact,
however, that the colleagues of C.f-fer- y

and Blanchard do not appear to
be at all worried over this rumor.
Neither of the two Senators will 'is-cu-

the matter. The amendments on
the sugar tariff follow:

THE SCQAK SCHEDULE.

The new sugar schedule provides:
On and after Jan. 1, 1S95, there shall
be levied, collected and paid on all
bugars not above number 16 Dutch
staudard in color, and on tank bot-
tom, syrups of cane juice, or of beet
juice, melada, concentrated melada,
concrete and conceutraieu molasses a
duty of 40 per cent, ad valorem, and
upon all sugars above number 16,
Dutch standard in color, there shall
be levied, collected and paid a duty of
J of 1 cent per pound in addition to the
said duty of 40 per cent, ad valorem;
and all 'sugars, tank bottoms, syrups
of canejuiceorof beet juice, melada,
concentrated melada, concrete or con-
centrated molasses, whether imported
from or are the product of any country
that at this time the same are export-
ed therefrom pays, directly or indi-rectl- y,

a bounty on the export thereof,
shall' pay a dub of of a cent per
pound in addition to the foregoing
rates ; provided, that nothing herein
contained shall be so conttrucd as
to abrogate or in any manner im-

pair or affect Ihe provisions of the
treat of commercial reciprocity
concluded between the United States
and the King of the Hawaiian
Jslands on June 30, 1S75, or the pro-
visions of any Act of Congress
heretofore passed for the execution
of the same.

On and after June 1, 1S95, there
shall be levied and collected and paid
on molasses testing 40 degrees or less
by the polariscope, aud containing
more than 20 per cent, of moisture,
and molasses testing above 40 degrees
and not above 56 degrees polariscope,
a duty of 2 cents per gallon; if testing
above 40 degrees and not above 56
degrees polariscope, a duty of 4 cents
per gallon.

Secretary Gresham is evidently
bent on trying to duplicate his
Hawaiian record in Samoa as far as
he can do so. The following dispatch
from Washington explains itself :

Washington, May 9. The Presi-
dent today submitted to the Senate
the correspondence relative to Samoa
called for by Senator Gray's resolution
of April 6th. The correspondence is
very voluminous, covering about 10,-0-

page. In submitting it to the
President Secretary Gresham has tak-
en the opportunity to set out at length
bis conclusions as to the workings of
the tripaitite agreement- - This letter
of the Secretary is certain to give rise
to much discussion and controversy.

The Secretary details at some length
the facts connected with the tripartite
protectorate in Samoa, the establish-
ment of a new form of government,
the election of Malieioa as King, the
reluctance of the natives to accept the
new regime, the resort to coercive
measure?, the breaking out of war in
Julv, 1E93, the intervention of Mata- -

afa and eleven other chiefs. Then
followed the appointment of Henry
C. Ideas Chief Justice aud the more
recent troubles in Samoa.

Thf Hawaiian Matter.
President Cleveland recently in-

formed a member of the House Foreign
Relations Committee that advices had
been received from Hawaii indicating
that no trouble Is likely to follow the
formation of a new government, and
that the change would be accomp-
lished in a very few weeks.

The President feels confident that a
republican form of government for the
Islands Is assured, oasea on a consti-
tution similar in terms to that of the
United States, and that the adminis-
tration will be composed of members
about equally divided between the
present Provisional party and the
factions opposed to the deposed queen,
but not now represented in President
Dole's Cabinet.

Reports asserting that Admiral
Walker's mission to the Islands was
for the purpose of being on hand to
influence the convention in standing
bv the nartv iu power to give the
moral support of the United States in
reaching a settlement of affairs, are
said to be unfounded.

The statement made by the Presi-
dent showed conclusively that
Walker's assignment had nothing
whatever to do with Hawaiian affairs
in general, but is for the sole purpose
of taking possession of Pearl Harbor
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naval station, ceded to the United
States under the treaty of several
years ago.

Tne President informed his caller
that Admiral Walker had received
instruction- - to formally acquire pos-
session of the tract of laud, survey
its approaches from the sea, take
soundings of the depth of water
leading from thi ocean tothiuner
harbor, aud mitke c-t- i mates of the
cost or dredging a channel to as to
give a draught for any of our war
ships.

The Adruinl will also survey the
land and decide on the best location
for piers, warehouses for storing coal
and other buildings which may be
necessary to give the Pacific station a
first-cla--s depot of supplies aud coal-
ing station, aud a place where minor
repairs may be made to ships.

San Francisco Ntws.
The present grand jury is making

R H. McDonald,
Jr., as the principal offender was the
first to be indicted and he has now
been iu jail a week being unable to
secure bail of $100;000. A second in-

dictment has been found atrainst him
and the bail increased to 5150,000. So
it is expected that he will have to stay
in prison till after his ttial unless his
wealthy father, who is in 2sew York,
assists him, and thus far the old gen-
tleman has not offered to do so. It. H.
McDonald wai president of the Pacific
Bank and has had control of the Peo
ple's Home since its failure. On the
11th inst. another bombshell was fired
into the camp of the wreckers iu the
share of indictments of Frank V.
McDonald, a brother of K. H., Jr.,
Hiram T. Graves, of the
Pioneer Society, Charles Montgomery,
proprietor of the American i,xcnange
aud Montgomery Hotels, aud H. L.
Jenkins. The three were released on
$50,000 bonds each and will stand for
trial. Frank V. McDonald has lied
to Japau to avoid explaining how
514,000 of depositors' mouey disap-
peared while in his custody. The
charges are very grave, and it is
among the possibilities that R. H.
McDonald will get a term in prison.
He declares he is innocent but the
facts look the other way.

The Chronicle has furnished the
city with a shooting scrape, but this
time uo damage was done. The
shooter was "Jake" Rudolph, an old-tim- e

Buckley lamb, and who for
years acted as guide and bodyguard to
the Rudolph got iuto a
fighting mood and decided that be
would kill Mike DeYoung, proprietor

and a bad man generally. At the
business office of the paper the would- -

be assassin in a loud voice called for
DeYoung. J. B. Eliot, business man-
ager of the paper, asked what he
wanted. The next moment a big
pistol flashed in Rudolph's hands,
theie was a struggle between the two
men, and the weapon was discharged.
The bullet struck some coins in Mr.
Eliot's left trousers' pocket and
glanced downward, making a slight
abrasion of the skin on the inner side
of the thigh. But for the coin in the
left pocker the bullet would have sev-
ered an artery and would undoubt-
edly have caused death in a few min-
utes. Mr. kliot succeeded in disarm-
ing Rudolph, and the latter was
thrown into the street, where a police-
man grabbed him. He is waiting
trial with bail fixed at $20,000, and
DeYoung is wearing a piece of boiler-iro- n

under his vest.

The fruit crops in rnauy sections will
be very short, but better prices will
be paid than for n any years past, as
crops of the same kind in the Eastern
and Western States have been almost
entirely ruined by frosts.

American News.

The coal strikers on the coal mine
throughout the country are st 11 out
and iu several places in Pennsylvania
nave resorted to bloodshed and vio-
lence to prevent the operation of
mines by men who aid not desire to
strike. In many instances these un-
fortunates who were working to keep
their families from starving were
beaten into insensibility by the strik-
ers aud so badly used up that they
cannot continue work.

The latest strike is that of the Pull-
man employs at Pullman, Illinois,
numbering 4000. They demand a re
storation of the wages of 1S93, which
were cut 33i per cent. Pullman the
Palace Car King, says he cannot pay
such wages and declares that he is
now losing money on contracts he
took to keen his men at work. The
latter decline to believe this story and
the strike may be a long one. In
Chicago, there are about 60,000 men
on strike or locked out.

The jury that tried "General"
Coxey, the commonweal leader, found
him guilty as charged. The charge
was carrying a flag upon the capitol
grounds and walking on the cras.
Carl Browne was acquitted. Coxey
will be fined.

A committee of the House i con-
sidering the bills proposed by Coxey,
which provides for employing the idle
men of the country in making good
roads, and also for uon interest bear-
ing bonds.

Foreign A'cirs.

Gladstone is reported to be rapidly

failing, and some steps are being tak-
en to keep his mind actively employ-
ed. He has been in active life so long
that it is feared the change may re-
sult iu his death.

The London Spectator is authority
for the statement that grave unrest
prevails iu India aud that another
outbreak similar to that of 1S37 may
be feared.

Fighting continues near Santa Ana,
San Salvador, between the govern-
ment troops under Ezeta and the rev-olut- ic

uisls. Ttie result is not definite-
ly known, though tzeta claims decis-
ive victory.

On the 7th int. in the House of
Lord, Baron Hood of Avalon, a Rear
A'lmiral aud formerly a Lord of the
Admiralty, called attention to the
large increase in foreign navies and
asked whether the proposed increase
in Ihe British navy provided for by
British whs sufficient to in-

sure to Great Britaiu the command
of the seas. ''he tirstLord of the
Admiralty, Lord Spencer, said the
Government was determined to main-
tain the uavy aud reuder Great Brit-a-

paramount upon the sea.
Important news from Captain Wat-

son of the United States cruiser San
Fraucisco, now lying at Bluefields,
Nicaragua, has been received at the
United States Navy Department iu
two dispatches brought to New Or-
leans by separate steamers aud seut
thence by telegraph to the depart-
ment. Captain Watson says that he
has insisted that Arguello, who was
charged with killing the Americau,
Wilson, shall be promptly tried. He
also notified the Nicaraguau authori-
ties that, iu his opinion, Americau
citizens are not being adequately pro-
tected and that therefore he proposes
to give them the necessary protection.
He is acting with that end in view.

Auother Nihilistic conspiracy has
been unearthed in Russia, aud over
one hnudred persons have been

in SL Petersburg and Moscow.

ELECTRIC ROAD.

Mr. Girvin Points Out Its Feasi- -

bility.

M"k. Editor : Noticing the offer
of Mr. Waterhouse of a bonus of
$10,000 to an company which will
build and equip an electric car
Hue to the Pali from the city ; and
noting also the oruniverous fran-
chise which the present street car
company has covering the possi
ble approaches to the centrel of
the city, it would appear as if it
were not feasible to construct an
electric street car system in that
direction which could by any pos-

sibility be made remunerative. On
a careful study of the map of Ho
nolulu and its environs, I can see
a plan for a line which will take a
sweep of the city, from its com-
mercial centre and through the
best part of the city, giving ingress
and egress to the masses and in no
way interfering with the franchise
of the present company. By a
clause in the franchise of the latter
another company may obtain the
privilege of running on or over
the field of said company at
any part, but to no greater
extent than 100 lineal feet.
With this privilege it is possible
to construct a line which will be
twenty miles in length and which
will accommodate a large propor-
tion of the inhabitants, and would
have the effect of opening up many
delightful residential sites. As to
how far such a plant would be
remunerative to the stockholders I
am unable to determine. I be-

lieve, however, that the building of
it would be aided by such gentle-
men as Mr. Waterhouse, and by
grants both from the Government
and private individuals whose
lands would be thereby opened to
investors.

If your readers care to follow the
description of the route I propose,
and which they will admit to be
exceedingly interesting and pic-
turesque I append it. Commenc-
ing at Wilder's corner on Queen
street ; thence along Queen to Rich-
ard street ; up Richard to Hotel ;
along Hotel to a connection with
King street at the Xuuanu stream ;
thence along King to Liliha
street; along Liliha to Kuakini
street; along Kuakini toNuuanu
street and from thence to the
Pali (seven and a half miles).
Returning down the valley to
Nuuanu street and Pauoa road ;
along said road to the road skirting
Punchbowl, thence along said road
to Alapai Etreet, thence along Luna-lil- o

street to Makiki etreet, down
said street to Beretania street,
thence out to and past Moiliili
church to a connection with the
road leading down through Kapio-lan- i

Park encircling the same, and
returning into the city along the
makai or beach road, through Ka-kaa-

to Punchbowl street, along
Eaid street to Queen street, and
back to place of beginning

This is a line which, with the
exception of the Valley road, would
be laid on streets already graded,
and could be comparatively cheaply
built on that account. The track
being wider than that of the pres-
ent company, it would in no way
interfere, and only in three in-

stances would it overlay. The idea
of climbing to the Pali by elec-
tricity is of small moment, as
heavipr gradients are mounted by
that means in Saa Diego, Seattle,
etc When Honolulu has cable
connection with the Coast and the
Nicaragua canal is built there will
be need for more than ?u Ji a road
here.

Silt : I have received the follow-
ing message from the Hawaiian
Legation 'Advise Hutch Finance
Committee have amended tariff bill
by clause exempting Hawaiian pro
ducts. Duty fixed on sugar 40 per
cent, ad val. and upwards, this ac-

tion gives assurance of friendly
feeling among the Senate demo-
crats for Provisional Government.
Senator will endeavor to push
request of Thurston's letter and
secure early action on the Turpie
resolution. He gives positive as-

surance against any possibility of
restoration in which his colleagues
join. A member of the Finance
Committee and Foreign Affairs of
the House says the President will
favor a Constitutional Republic."
